It's a funny thing, we can't say something 
good about our Town Manager in this column with 
out everyone thinking we are jumping on the 
poor guy again.” 

Last week one of our readers wrote in to 
comment on the Lancaster Kennels sign on his 
car etc., so we wrote a piece to say that if 
the TM wants a couple of dogs that's his busi- 
ness, and no one else's, 

The next morning we were visited by a cou- 
ple of gents who were almost but not quite 
shaking in their boots.’ It seems they had bor- 
rowed the TM's car, without his quite knowing 
of it, and painted on the Lancaster Kennels 
sign as sort of a Christmas gift, unbeknownst 
to the TM. 

Anyway, we say he can have the sign, and it 
is nobody's business. 

But there were other visitors too — people} 
who wanted to know how come he could have a} 
kennel, and Nicky a dump, and they have to obey 
the Zoning laws. 

Well, the Kennel isn't part of the Zoning 
Laws, it comes under Chapter 39 of the General 
Laws if we remember correctly, and anyone can 
have a kennel in Wilmington if he just goes up 
to the Town Clerk and offers to pay for it. The 
Tow Clerk will refuse, and that will be that. 

Just don't try to breed dogs, that's all. 

But, other than his dog kennel, the TM is 
still just bumping along. [t's kind of funny, 
too. 

Readers may remember that last fall we dis- 
covered that poles were popping out of the 
ground, on Federal and Concord Streets.’ The day 
after we discovered this, according to resi- 
dents of the area, the Highway Department was 
down there on the job, after a two or three 
month delay. 

A few weeks ago we talked in this column 
about how the Building By Law Committee had 
been thrown to the wolves in 1961. 

That was the time that the TM suddenly got 
busy and called the chairman to see if he could 
get something ready for the 1962 Town Meeting. 
Of course it was just a co-incidence. 

But the chairman is sick - he has ulcers - 
and no one can guess at this time as to whether 
or not there will be anything in the 1962 meet- 
ing. 

err there is, the TM has promised, there will 
be public hearings ahead of time, such as were 
originally slated for this committee, before 
they were thrown to the wolves.

Her business prospered so well 
that she added to her home 
several times, and after her 
death when it was sold at auc- 
tion the house was divided in- 
to three parts - two of which 
stand today at the Main Street 
end of Middlesex Avenue, op- 
posite Weinberg's Department 
store.

and she should not 
be confused with the Sabra D 
J Carter who founded the Car- 
ter Lectures in Wilmington. 

Sabra's mother, it is report- 
ed, was the person who gave to 
the Town of Wilmington what is 
now Wilmington Common, al- 
though there are other stories 
on this same subject, but it 
was Sabra who gave the town 
the Town Clock, in the steeple 
of the Congregational Church. 
Sabra was a student of lan- 
guages, and had a fairly good 
command of French, and a good 
knowledge of both Latin and 
Greek, but she went abroad on- 
ly once, when she was about 70 
years old, to spend three 
months in France and Switzer- 


land. 
It was when she returned that 
she set the town agog, by a 
proposal to set up some trust 
funds - proposals which the 


town accepted, and then later 
rejected. 

For Sabra hated three things, 
dogs, tobacco and liquor, and 
in addition, as a good sharp 
business woman she wanted to 
drive good sharp bargains, - 
bargains which the felt 
were not needed. 

Sabra owned 10 shares of a 
company known as the Lonbard 
Investment Company, another 20 
shares of Denver Electric 
Light Company, and 20 shares 
of the Howard State Bank of 
Kansas which she proposed to 
give to the town. The value 
was about $5000.

The Lombard income was to be 
spent in painting the homes of 
the townspeople, as needed — 
Except - no one who owned a 
dog, or had owned one for the 
past two years could apply. 
Neither could a person apply 
if he had ever used tobacco, 
and furthermore he must be a 
member of a temperance society 
The income from the Denver 
Electric Light was to be used 
one half for providing seien- 
tific works and travel books 
for the public library and the 
other half for public lectures 
on the same subjects - but the 
lectures must be on a Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The Howard State Bank income 
was to be divided into 8 parts 
Two parts were for renovating 
cemetery stones, 1 for keeping 
the Carter graveyard in good 
condition, 2 for planting 
trees by the wayside, and 3 
for buying settees which would 
be set by the wayside for tra- 
vellers to use while resting. 
The town voted, in annual 
town meeting, to accept the 
offer, but one month later the 
Selectmen voted unanimously to 
reject it. 

Henry Blanchard, who was the 
Chairman of the Board, said 
that Sabra had drawn up a le- 
gal document that tied the 
town up in knots, and guaran- 
teed safe keeping of the money 
with no benefit to the town. 
There was, of course, a lot 
of excitement, and the Boston 
papers reported on the busi- 
ness with some amusement, but 
Sabra's money was not accepted 
Sabra died a few years later, 
and she saw to it that her 
body was buried in the Woburn 
cemetery - she wouldn't be 
buried in a town that didn't 
want her money. 

There was a big contest to 
break her will. She had left 
her estate to form a home of 
her house for "poor girls of 
Wilmington", and some of the 
provisions were that the girls 
had to wear her gowns, which 
were described as "lavender". 
The contest alleged that she 
was insane, but tha judge did 
not so rule.’ He said she was 
just a "queer character". 

The executors found that it 
would be impossible to keep to 
the provisions of her will, 
and thus accomplished the same 
purpose. They sold the house 
and all her belongings at pub- 
lie auction, and probably de- 
vided the estate as they had 
been planning anyway.
